Tur next Act which merits particular Notice, is the' Statute af 16 Edw. IL. revoking 


an Eſtabliſhment of the Houſehold, as being too reſtrictive on his Majeſty, and againſt | 


the Dignity of his Crown. The Eftabliſhment hereby 'revoked was made in the 3d 
of Edw. II. in Eaſe of the People oppreſſed with Purveyande; and about this Time 
the King's Houſe was new formed, and every Officers Charge and Salary was li- 
mited . In theſe early Times the King's Houſehold was frequently reformed at the 


Petition of the People. It underwent a Reformation in 36 Edw. III. and again in the 


Iſt of Richard II. Such Liberties were taken with that weak" Prince, that a Com- 


miſſion 4 was granted, at the Petition of the Commons, to ſurvey and abate the Houſe- 
hold, Which not having the deſired Effect, the Commons ſoon after petitioned that the 
exceſſive Number of his menial Servants might be reduced, and that his Houſehold 
might not excord the ordinary Revenues of the Realm. In the 4th of Hen. IV. like- 
wiſe a Reformation was made in the Houſehold, whereby the Charge was limited to 
1600 Marks. And Egw. the IVth, in the twelfth”: Year of his Rei gn, ſettled a new 
Form, which, as Sir Robert cotton faith; is extant in many Hands, intitled, Ordi- 


nances for the Ning s Houſe. This Bock, he tells us, was amended by Cardinal Wolſey, 


and was, in the Time of this great Antiquarian, the Groundwork of the then Eſta- 


bliſhment.

I this Place likewiſe the famous Statute of the 4th of Hen. VII. c. 19. inflicting the Pe- 
nalty for decaying of Houſes of Huſbandry, or not laying of convenient Land for the 
Maintenance of the ſame, deſerves particular Attention. About this Time, ſays Lord 
Bacon+, Incloſures began to be frequent, whereby arable Land, which could not be ma- 
nured without many Hands, was turned into Paſture, which was eaſily managed by a 
few Herdſmen; and the Tenancies for Years, Lives, and at Will, on which moſt of the 
Yeomanry ſubſiſted, were turned into Demeſnes, This bred a Decay of People, and 
by conſequence, a Decay of Towns, Churches, Tythes, and the like. This, in the

the lower is the Book of Subſidies. To remedy this Inconvenience, the Legiflature 
deviſed a very prudent Expedient. They did not abſolutely fosbid Encloſures, for 
that would have been forbidding Men to improve their Patrimony: Neither did they 


compel Tillage, for that would have been to ſtrive againſt Nature : But they took a 


Mid-way, which redreſſed the Grievance by way of Conſequence. For they enacted, 


„That all Houſes of Huſbandry, which were uſed with twenty Acres of Ground and 


« upward, ſhould be maintained and kept up for ever, together with a competent 
t Proportion of Land to be uſed and occupied with them,” By this Means the Houſes 
being kept up, did of neceſſity enforce Inhabitants ; and the Proportion of Land to 


be occupied with them, did require ſuch Inhabitant to be a Man of Subſtance, who 


might keep Servants, and contribute to the Improvement of Agriculture. This 
tended greatly to inereaſe the Military Strength of the Nation; as by Means of theſe 


Farms, a great Part of the Lands of the Kingdom were thrown into the Hands of the 
 Yeomanry or middle People, who were of a Condition between Gentlemen and Peaſants, 


and made excellent Infantry F. Harrington and other Political Writers, very juſtly 
conſider this Act among the principal Cauſes which concurred to throw the Power 
into the Hands of the People. Indeed it was the ruling Policy of this Prince, to 
raiſe the Commons by depreſſing the Nobility. With this View were the Statutes 
made againſt Retainers, which deprived the Lords of their Dependants, being moſtly 
young Gentlemen of F amily, who made excellent Horſemen. Thus, as by theſe 


Laws the Nobility loſt their Cavalry, ſo by the Statute before mentioned, they were 
alſo deprived of their Infantry: And the eight of both was thereby thrown into the 


popular Scale. TS 


AY Wi proceed, in chronological Order, to the memorable Act of the 4th of Hen. VIII. 
c. 8. concerning Richard Strode. This has been marked, both by Mr. Hawkins and Mr.

deined and ſtabliſhed by the ſaid authoritie, that no ſeruant of Huſbandrie nor common labourer, nor 
ſeruant to any Artificer out of citie or Borough, ſhall weare in their clothing any cloth, whereof the 
broad yard ſhall paſſe the price of two ſhillings. Nor that any of the ſaid ſeruants or labourers, ſhall 
ſuffer their wiues to weare any clothing of higher price then is before limited to their huſbands, Nor 
they ſhall not ſuffer their wiues to weare any reile called a kercheffe, whoſe price exceedeth twentie 
pence, Nor none of the ſaid ſeruants or labourers, ſhall weare any hoſen, whereof the payre ſhall paſſe, 
eighteene pence, vpon peine to forfeit for every default three ſhillings foure pence.

An Act for payment of Wages to Soldiers. 


 ORASMUCH that the King our Sovereign Lord intendeth, by the grace of God, to ſend 
over the Sea a great Army, truſting mo not only to preſerve this his Realm in its ancient 

Fame and Honour, but alſo to ſet in Peace and 1 ranquility his Subjects of the ſame, 

and the better to be diſpoſed to ſerve God: Howbeit, many times by the inordinate covetouſneſs of 

Captains retained with Princes afore this time, t part of the number of Souldiers, for whom ſuch 
Captains have indented with Princes at time of need, have lacked of the number of Souldiers, where- 
by great jeopardy hath inſued, and irrecuperable damages may enſue, if remedy therefore be not ſeen 
and had: be it therefore ordained by authority of this preſent Parliament, That if any Captain be Captains, 
etained, or hereafter ſhall be, to ſerve the King on the Sea, or — — the Sea in feat of War, which 
ave not his, or their whole and perfect number of men and Souldiers, according as he ſhall be retain- 

d with the King, or give not them their full Wages, without abridgment, as he ſhall receive of the Wages. 
King for them : Wo ſhall for ſuch default forfeit to the King all his Goods and Chattels, and their body porfeit. 
to Priſon. And that every Captain, petit Captain, and all other having under them retinue of Soul- 

dier or Souldiers at the Kings Wages, ſhall {upon the pain aforeſaid) pay to the retinue of the Soul- 

dier or Souldiers, and every of the ſame, the Wages rateably as is allowed unto them by the King our 
Sovereign Lord, or the Treaſurer of his Wars, without leflening or withdrawing of any part thereof ; 

And for as long time as they ſhall receive Wages for them, this payment to be made unto the ſaid re- 
tinues, every Souldier of the ſame, of their Captains, and petit Captains, always within ſix days next 

and immediately after that the faid Captain, petit Captain, or other, ſhall have received their Wages of 

the King, or of the Treaſurer of his Wars, or of their Lords or Maſters. 

II. And if any Souldier, being no Captain, immediately retained with the King, which hereafter Souldiers de 
ſhall be in Wages, and retained, or take any Preſt to ſerve the King upon the Sea, or upon the Land, Part without 
or beyond the Sea, depart out of the King's ſervice, without licence of the Kings Lieutenant there, Pelony. 
that ſuch departing be taken, deemed, and adjudged Felony : And that he ſo offending ſuffer for the 
faid offence, puniſhment and execution of Felony. TT bg 

HI. And Keimen as his offence ſtretcheth to the hurt and jeopardy of the King our Sovereign Clergie.

1 W HERE among other things it was conſidered by the whole Court of Parliament of our moſt 
- excellent Soueraigne Lord the King, holden in the fourth yeere of his noble reigne, that mur- 
* derers and felons, lawfully arreigned of their deteſtable offences, bare them bold vpon imagining and 
© pleading of fained and vntrue forren pleas, triable in forren counties, to the intent to be remoued from 
place to place by colourable and vntrue ſuggeſtions, and for to be vntruly acquit by fauor, might 
© or corruption, ſo that they liued in a maner without feare or dread : for reformation whereof, and tor 

© the commonwealth of this realme, it was enacted by authority of the ſaid Parliament, that if any mur- 
derer or felon vpon his arreignement fro' thenceforth did alledge, that he had taken any Church or 

Churchyard for murder or felonie, or other place priuileged for the fame in a forren countie, & againſt 
his wil was taken out therof : that then the Kings atturnie, or any other perſon that would fue or 
alledge for the King, that the ſaid murderer or felon ſo arreigned, was taken at large in the ſame Shire, 
where he is arreigned, that then the ſame allegeance and iſſue ſhould be tried ty-rhe inqueſt that ſhould 
trie the ſaid murder or felonie within the ſame Shire, and before the ſame Iuſtices where the aid 
murderer or felon is arreigned, as though the ſaid forren plea had not beene pleaded by the ſaid Felon, 
And that if it were found by the ſame inqueſt, that the taid murderer or felon was taken within the 
ſame Shire, as is aforeſaid, that then he to haue no aduantage or benefit of the matter alleadged by him 
for taking out of the Church or Churchyard, or other place priuiledged in any forren Shire, and that 
the ſaid Act ſhould endure to the next Parliament from thence inſuing, as by the ſame Act made in 
the ſaid fourth yeere manifeſtly appeareth. And foraſmuch as ſince the time of expiration of the {aid

kings majeſtie with the whole aſſent and conſent of the realme, for the abolithing, expulſing & vtter 
extincting of the ſaid vſurped power and authoritie, but alſo haue defamed and flandered as well the 
Kings majeſtie as the noble men, Prelats and other the Kings true and louing Subjects of this reale, 
for their good and godly proceeding in that behalfe, haue therefore deepely pondered and conſidered

An Act of a Subſidie and two Fifteenes and Tenth, by the Temporaltie. 


HE care which we doe perceiue your Maieſtie hath, moſt noble and redoubted Soueraigne, to 
1 reduce this Realme and the imperiall Crowne thereof now lately fo fore ſhaken, ſo impoueriſh- 
ed, ſo infeebled and weakened, into the former eſtate, ſtrength and glory, doth make vs not onely to 
_ -£ retoyce much in the great bounteouſneſſe of Almightie God, who hath fo marueilouſly, and beyond 
all wordly expectation preſerued your Maieſtie in theſe late difficult and dangerous times, but allo to 
- © ftudie and bend all our wits and force of vnderſtanding, how we may like louing and obedient Subieds, 
follow our head, in this ſo noble and ſo neceſſary an enterpriſe. And conſidering with our ſelues, 
that the decay hath beene, beſides many other things, eſpecially in theſe three: Firſt, waſting 
- 2 * treaſure, abandoning of ſtrength, and in diminiſhing of the ancient authoritie of your imperiall

III. We doe moſt earneſtly and faithfully promiſe to your highneſſe, that there ſhall lacke no good

And the L. Chancellor of England, or Keeper of the great Seale, for the time being, 
ſhal make & direct out of the Court of Chancerie, vnder the great Seale, ſeueral Commiſſions: that is to 
ſay, to euery Shire, Riding, Lath, Wapentake, Rape, City, Towne, Borough, Iſle & houſhold, vnto 
ſuch perſon & perſons, a. his diſcretion & other with him afore- named and appointed in like maner 
and forme as is afore rehearſed, ſhalbe thought ſufficient for the ſeſſing and leuying of the ſaid Subſidie, 
in all ſhires and places, according to the true meaning of this Act: which Commiſſion for the firſt pai- 
ment of the ſaid Subſidie, ſhall be directed and delivered to the ſaid Commiſſioners, or to one of them, 


before the firſt day of April next comming. And the Commiſſion for the ſecond „ of the ſaid 


Subſidie, ſhall be directed and deliuered to the ſaid Commiſſioners, or one of. them before the firſt day 
of January, which ſhalbe in the yere of our Lord God 1559. And to 1 of the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
ten ſceduſes, conteining in them the tenor of this Act, ſhall be affiled. By which Commiſſion, the 
Commiſſioners in euery ſuch Commiſſion, named according to this Act, & as many of them as ſhalbe 
appointed by the ſaid Commiſſion, ſhal haue ful power and authority to put the effect of the ſame Com- 
miſſion in execution.

XIII. Prouided alwayes, that no perſon be or ſhall be compelled to be any Commiſſioner, to and for 
the execution of this preſent Act, but onely in the Shire where he dwelleth and inhabiteth. And that 
any perſon being aſſigned to the contrary thereof, in any wiſe ſhall not be compelled to put in execution 
the effect of this Act, or any part thereof. And it is alſo enacted by authority of this preſent Parliament, 
that the Commiſſioners and euery of them, which ſhall be named limited, and appointed according to 
this Act, to be Commiſſioners in every ſuch Shire, Riding, Lath, Wapentake, Rape, City, Towne, 
Borough, Iſie, and the ſaid houſhold or any other place, and none other, ſhal truely, effectually, and 
diligently for their part, execute the effect of this preſent Act, according to the tenor thereof in euery 
behalfe, and none otherwiſe by any other meanes, without omiſſion, tauour, dread, malice, or any 
other thing to be attempted and done by them, or any of them, to the contrary thereof. And the ſaid

And that euery ſuch collector ſo elected named & choſen, vpon requeſt to him made, ſhall knowledge

ieſtie for the refuſall thereof, and every Collector ſo deputed, hauing the ſaid eſtreat in parchment, as 1s 
aforeſaid, ſhall haue authority by this Act, to appoint dayes and places within the circuit of his Col- 
lection, for the payment of the ſaid Subſidy, to him to be made, and thereof to give warning by Pro- 


clamation or otherwiſe, to all the Conſtables or other perſons, or Inhabitants, having the charge of 


the particular collection, within the Hundreds, Pariſhes, Townes, or other places by him or them 
limited to make payment for their ſaid particular Collection of every ſumme, as to them ſhall appertaine. 
And if at the ſaid day and place fo limited and prefixed by the faid Collector, the ſaid Conſtable, Off 
Cebrs, or other perſons or Flv Soph as is aforeſaid, for the ſaid particular collection, aſſigned and ap- 
pointed within the Hundred, City, Towne, or other place, doe not pay vnto ps ſaid Collectors, the 
ſumme within their ſeuerall Hundreds, Townes, Pariſhes, or other places du and compriſed in the 
"ſaid eſtreat thereof, to him delivered by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or ſome of them, as is aforeſaid, or 
ſo much thereof as they haue by any meane received two pence of euery pound for the faid particular 


collection as is aforeſaid, alwayes to be thereof allowed, excepted and abated, that then it ſhall be la. 


full to the ſaid high Collectors, and euery of them, and to their aſſignes, to diſtreine euery of the faid 
Conſtables, Officers, and other inhabitants, for their faid ſeuerall and particular collection of the faid 
ſummes compriſed in the ſaid eſtreat and writing thereof, to them and euery of them, as is before ex. 


ren delivered, or foraſmuch of the ſumme as ſo then ſhall happen to be gathered and leuyed, and 


behind and vnpaid, by the goods and chattels of euery of them, ſo being behind. And the dittreſſc 
ſo taken, to bee kept 3 and ſolde as is aforeſaid, and thereof to take and leuy the ſummes ſo 
then being behind and vnpaid.

place where he was ſo taxed and ſet, or his goods or chattels be ſo eloyned, or in ſuch priuie and covert 
maner kept, as the faid perſon or perſons, charged with the ſame, by eſtreats, or other writings, from 


the ſaid Commiſſioners, or as many of them as ſhall be there vnto appointed by the ſaid Commiſſion, 
as is aforeſaid, can, nor may leuie the ſame ſumme or ſummes, compriſed within the ſame eſtreats, by 
diſtreſſe, within the limits of their collection, as is aforeſaid, or cannot fell ſuch diſtreſſe or diſtreſſes, as 
be taken for any of the ſaid payments, before the time limited to the high collector, for his payment to 
be made in the Queenes Maieſties receipt, then vpon relation thereof, with due examination, by the 
oth'or examination of ſuch perſon or perſons, as thall be charged with and for the receipt and collec- 
tion the ſame before the ſaid commiſſioners, or as many of them as by the ſaid commiſſion thal be there- 
unto appointed, where ſuch perſon or perſons, or other as is aforeſaid, their goods and chattels, were

vied, be it within the limits of ſuch commiſſion, where ſuch perſon or perſons was and were taxed, or 


without, in any place within this realme of England, Wales, or other the Queenes Maieſties dominions, 


marches or terretories, by which precept aſwell ſuch perſon or perſons, as thall be charged to leuie ſuch 
money, as the officers of the place or places, where ſuch diſtreſſe may be taken, ſhall haue full power 
and authority, to diſtreine every ſuch perſon indebted, charged, and chargeable by this Act, or his exe- 
cutours or adminiſtrators of his goods and chattels, his gardians, factors, deputies, leaſees, farmors, 
aſſignes, and all other perſons, by whoſe hands or out of whoſe lands, any fuch perſon ſhould haue 
rent, fee, annuity, or other profit, or which at any time of the ſaid aſſeſſings, ſhall haue goods or chat- 
tels, or any other thing mooueable, of any ſuch perſon or | py. being indebted, or owing ſuch 
ſumme, and the diſtreſſe ſo taken, cauſed to be kept, appraiſed, and fold, in like maner and forme as is 


| aforeſaid, for the diſtreſſe to bee taken vpon ſuch perſons to bee taxed to the ſaid Subſidie, and being 


ſufficient to diſtreine within the lemits of the collectors, inhabitants, or other officers, charged with, or 
for the fame ſummes, ſo vpon them to be taxed. And if any ſuch diſtreſſe for non payment, happen ta 
bee taken out of the limit of the ſaid perſons, charged and aſſigned to leuie the fame, the perſons ſa

nor can conueniently be leuied: then vpon relation thereof to the Commiſſioners, or to as many of 
them as by the ſaid Common ſhalbe thereunto appointed, where ſuch perſon or perſons was taxed and 
ſet, by the oths of him or them that ſhall bee charged with the leuie and payment of that ſumme or 
ſummes, the fame Commiſſioners ſhall make a precept in ſuch maner as is aforeſaid, for to attach, take, 
and arreſt, the body of ſuch perſon or perſons, that ought to pay the ſaid ſummes, and by this Act thall.

maine without baile or — By vntil he hath paid the Game ſumme or ſums, that ſuch. perſon for him, 
ſelfe, or for any other, by this Act ſhall be chargeable or ought to. be charged withall. An Wo for the 
fees of euery ſuch arreſt, to him or them that ſhall execute ſuch precept twenty penle. N00 that euery 
officer vnto whom ſuch precept ſhall be directed, doe his true diligence, and execute the ſame vpon euer) 
perſon ſo being indebted, vpon paine to forfeit to the Queenes Maieſtie for euery default in that behalfe, 
twenty ſhillings. And that no keeper. of any gaole, from, 41 ſuffer; any ſuch perſon to goe at large 
by letting to baile or otherwiſe, to depart out of his priſon, before he baue payed his faid debt, and the 
ſaid twenty pence for the ſaid arreſt, vpon pau to. forfeit to the Queenes, Maieſhie, forty ſhilings. And 
the ſame gaoler to pay. vnto the Queenes Maieſtie the double value, as well of the rate which the ſaid 
perſon ſo impriſoned was taxed at, as of the ſaid twenty pence for the fees, and like proceſſe and reme- 
dy in like forme ſhall be granted by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or as many of them as by the ſaid Com- 
miſſion ſhall be thereunto appointed, at like information of euery perſon or po s, being charged with 
any ſumme of money, for any other perſon or perſons, by reaſon of the ſaid Subſidie, and not thereof 
payd, but wilfully withdrawne, nor the ſame leuiable without the limits where. ſuch perſons were there- 
unto taxed. And if the ſumme or ſummes being behind vnpayd by any perſon or perſons, as is afore- 
faid to be leuied & gathered by force of the ſaid proceſſe, to be made by the faid Commiſſioners, or if 
in default, or for lacke of. paiment thereof, the perſon or perſons ſo. owing the ſaid ſum or ſums of. mo- 
ney, by proceſſe of the ſame Commiſſioners, to be made as is aforeſaid, be committed to priſon; in 
forme aboueſaid, that then the ſaid.

queſt, touching the premiſſes, or other default in any appearance or collection to make, or if any per- 
ſon being ſuſpect, or not to be indifferently taxed, as is aforeſaid, doe refuſe to be examined according 


to the tenor of this Act before the ſaid Commiſſioners, or,as many of them as ſhalbe thereunto aſſign- 
ed, as is aforeſajd, or wil not appeare before the fame. Commiſſioners, vpon warning to him made, or 
elſe make reſiſtance. or reſcous, vpon any diſtreſſe er him to be taken for any . 

ſidie, or commit any misbehauiour in any maner of wiſe, contrary, to this Act, or commit any wilfull

XXVI. And further, the fame Commiſſioners, and euery number of them, or two of them at the 
leaſt, ſhall haue authoritie by this preſent Act, to puniſh.every ſuch offender by, impriſonment, there to 
Tremaine, and to bee delivered by their diſcretion as ſhall feeme to them conuenient, the ſaid fines, if 
any ſuch bee, to be certified by the ſaid Commiſſioners that fo aſſeſſed the ſame, into the Queens Ma- 
teſties ſaid Exchequer, there to be leuied & paid by the Collectors of thoſe. parts for the ſaid Subſidie, 
returned into the ſaid.

to reteine to their owne vſe for their labour and charge, in, and about the premiſſes, and two pence of 
euery pound reſidue to be deliuered, allowed and payd for the ſaid Collectors, ſo being thereof allowed, 


to ſuch of the Commiſſioners as ſhall take vpon them the buſines and labour, for, and about the pre- 


miſſes (that is to ſay) euery Collector to pay that Commiſſioner or Commiſſioners which had the order- 
ing of the writings, of, and for the ſaid Subſidy, where the ſaid Collector or Collectors had their col- 
tection, for expenſes of the ſaid Commiſſioners, ſo taking vpon them the ſaid buſines, and labour of 
their Clerks, _ the ſaid precepts & eſtreats for the ſaid collections, the ſame laſt two pence of 
euery pound to be diuided amongſt the ſaid Commiſſioners, hauing regard to their labour and buſines 
taken by them or their ſaid clerks, in & about the premiſſes, for the which part ſo to the ſaid Commil- 
ſioners atteining, the ſaid Commiſſioners ſixe, five, foure, three, or as many of them as ſhalbe there” 
unto appointed by the Queenes Maieſties. Commiſſion, & euery of them ioyntly and ſeuerally for his and 
their ſaid part, may haue his remedy againſt the ſaid Collector or Collectors, which thereof bin and 
might haue bin allowed, by Action of debt, in which the defendant ſhall not wage his Law, neither 
protection, neither Injunction, or other Eſſoine ſhall be allowed. And that no perſon now being of the 
number of the company of this preſent Parliament, nor any Commiſſioner, ſhal be named or aſſigned to be 


any Collector or ſub-collector or preſentor of the ſaid Subſidy, or of any part thereof, nor no Common” 


of the faid Sub- 
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ers ſhalbe compelled to make any preſentment or certificat, other then in the Queenes Maieſties fald Ex- 
chequer, of, for, or concerning the ſaid Subſidy, or any part thereof. And likewiſe, that none other 
perfon that ſhalbe named or afſigned to bee Commiſſioners in any place, to & for the execution of this 
Act of Subſidy, be or ſhall be aſſigned or named, head Collectors of any of the payments of the faid 


Subſidy, neither of any part thereof. And that euery ſuch perfon or perſons, which ſhalbe named and 


appointed as is aforeſaid, to be head Collectors, in and for the firſt paiments of this Subſidy, ſhal not be 
compelled to be Collector for the ſecond paiment of the faid Subſidy, or for any part thereof. And the 
faid Collectors which ſhalbe aſſigned for the collection of the faid Subſidy, or for any part thereof, & 
euery of them, be and ſhall be acquited and diſcharged of all maner fees, rewards, & of every other 
charges in the Q. Maieſties Exchequer, or elſewhere, of them or any of them, by reaſon of that col- 
ection, paiment, or accompts, or any t ing concerning the tame to be asked. And that if any perſon 
receive and take any fees, rewards, or pleaſures of any fuch accompt, that then he ſhall forfeit to the 
ene Maleſtie tor euery peny, or the value of penie fo taken v. s. and ſuffer impriſonment at the 


ueens Maieſties pleaſure. And after the taxing and 8 of the ſaid Subſidy, as is aforeſaid, had or 


made, and the faid eſtreates therof in parchment, vnto the Collector in maner and forme before rehearſ- 
ed, delivered, the faid Commiſſioners which ſhall take vpon them the execution of this Act, within the 
limits of their commiſſion, by their agreements ſhall haue meeting together, at which meeting euery of 
the fayd commiſſioners which then ſhall haue taken vpon them the execution of any part of the fayd 


commiſſion, ſhall by himſelfe, or by his ſufficient Deputie, truly certifie and bring foorth vnto the ſayd 


commiſſioners named in the fayd commiſſion, the certificate and preſentment made before him, and 
ſuch other commiſſioners as were limited with him in one limit, fo that the ſame certificate may be ac- 


counted and caſt with the other Certificates of the other limits within the fame Commiſſion : and then the 
fayd Commiſſioners, and every number of them, vnto two at the at as is aforeſayd, if any be in life, 


or their executors or adminiſtrators of their goods, if they then be dead, ſhall jointly and ſeuerally as 
hey were divided within their limits, vnder their ſeales by their diſcretion, make one or ſeuerall writ- 
ings indented, containing in it aſwell the names of the faid collectors by the Commiſſioners, for ſuch 
collection and account in the Eſchequer, and paiment in the ſayd receipt, deputed and aſſigned, as the 
roſſe and ſeuerall ſummes written vnto euery ſuch collector, to receiue the fayd Subſidie. And alſo all 
fines, amerciaments, and other forfeitures, if any ſuch by reaſon of this Act happen to be within the 
reeinct and limit of their Commiffion, to be certified into the Queenes Maiefties ſayd Eſchequer by the 
ayd Commiſſioners, in which writing or writings, indented ſo to be certified, ſhall be plainly Jeclared 
and expreſſed, the whole and intire fumme or ſummes of the ſayd Subſidie, ſeuerally limited to the col- 
lection of the ſayd collector, ſeuerally deputed and affigned to the collection of the ſayd ſums, ſo that 
none of the ſayd collectors ſo certified in the ſayd Eſchequer, ſhall be compelled: there to account or to 
be charged, but onely to and for the ſumme limited to his collection, and not to or for any ſum limited 
to the collection of his fellow, but that euery of them, ſhall be ſeuerally charged for their part, limited 
to their collection. And if the fayd Commiſſioners ioyned in one commiſſion, amongſt themſelues in 
in that matter cannot agree, or if any of them be not ready, or refuſe to make Certificate with other 
of the ſame commiſſioners, that then the ſame commilſſioners may make ſeuerall indentures in forme 


aforeſayd, of their ſeuęrall limits or ſeparations of collectors, within the limits of their commiſfion, vp- 


on, and in the hiindreds, wards, wapentakes; laths, rapes, or ſuch other like diviſions within their 
ſayd ſeuerall limits of their commiſſion, as the places there ſhall require to be ſevered and diuided, and 
as the fame commiſſioners ſhall ſeeme good to make diuiſions of their limits or collections, for the ſeue- 
rall charges of the ſame Collectors. So that alway, one Collector ſhall be charged and account for his 


art to him to be limited onely by hitnſelfe, and not for any ſumme limited to the part of any of his 


fellowes, and the charges of euery of the Collectors, to be ſet and certified uy vpon them: and 
every ſuch Collector vpon his account and paiment of the ſumme of money limited within his Collec- 
tion, to be ſeuerally by himſelfe acquited and diſcharged in the ſayd Eſchequer, without paying any ma- 
ner fees or rewards 60 any perſon or perſons for the ſame, vpon the paine and penaltie laſt aboueſaid 
and not to be charged for any portion of any other collector. And if any Commiſſioner after hee hath 
taken Certificate of them, that, as is aforeſayd, ſhall before any ſuch Commiſſioner be examined, and 
the ſummes rated and ſet, and the bookes and writings thereof being in his hands, or if any Collector 
or other perſon charged with any receipt of any part of the ſaid Subſidie, or any other perſon taxed, or 
otherwiſe by this Act charged with, and for any parcell of the ſayd Subſidie, or with any other ſummes, 
or fines, amerciament, penaltie, or other forfeiture, happen to die before the Commiſſioner, Collector 
or other whatſoeuer perſon or perſons, haue executed, accompliſhed, ſatisfied, or ſufficiently diſcharged, 
that which to euery ſuch perſon ſhall appertaine or belong to doe, according to this Act, then the execu- 
tors and heires of euery ſuch perſon, and all other ſeized of any lands or tenements, that any ſuch perſon 
being charged by this Act, and deceſſing before he be diſcharged thereof, or any other to his vie onely 
had of eſtate of inheritance, at the time that any ſuch perſon was named commiſſioner, collector, or 
otherwiſe charged with and for any maner of thing to be done, ſatisfied, or paid by reafon of this Act, 
and all thofe that haue in their poſſeſſions or hands, any goods or chattels, leaſes or other things that 
were to any ſuch perfon or perſons, at the time of his death, or any lands or tenements, that were th 
fame perſons at the time he was, as is aforeſayd, charged by this Act, ſhall be by the ſame compelle 
and charged to doe and accompliſh to doe in every cafe, as the ſame perſon ſo being charged ſhould have 
done, and might haue beene compelled to doe, if he had beene in plaine life, after ſuch rate of the 
lands and goods of the ſaid commiſſioner or collector, as the party ſhall haue in his hand: and if the

HEREAS the Parliament of Scotland did in the Reign of their late Majeſties King Nil- 
| liam and bo 75 Mary, thew Their Deſire of an Union between the Kingdoms of England 
and Scotland, and in Order thereunto did Paſs an Act, Nominating Commiſſioners to Treat 
concerning the Union of the T'wo Kingdoms. And whereas the 3 moſt Excellent Majeſty, out 
of her Princely Zeal and Care for the Welfare and Happineſs of her Subjects, is deſirous of a nearer and 
more Compleat Union between Her Two Kingdoms of England and Scotland, and hath Recommended 
to Her Parliament of England, from the Throne, to Confider of Proper Methods for Obtaining the 
ſame ; To the end therefore that Her Majeſties Royal and Gracious Purpoſes may be Accomplithed, and 
ſuch a farther Union may be Treated and Agreed upon, as may Compleat and Confirm for ever a 
Conſtant Mutual Love and Friendſhip between the Subjects of both Realms; Be it Enacted by the 
Queens moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and T'em-
